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Introduction 



This E.D. Tabulation provides data on the consequences of delay in entering 
postsecondary education on degree attainment for 1972, 1980, and 1982 high school 
graduates. The data compare the patterns of delay in postsecondary education among 
these three cohorts by pattern of enrollment, type of institution, and selected student 
characteristics. 

Patterns of delay and degree attainment 

The data show that delays in beginning postsecondary education lower the rate of 
degree attainment. Students who begin postsecondary education immediately after 
graduating high school are more likely to complete a postsecondary degree -han those 
who delay entry. Students at 4-year institutions who delayed initial enrollment were 
more likely to attain their degree than those who delayed while at other types of 
institutions. 

Source of data 

Estimates in Tables 1 and 2 of this tabulation were based on the National 
Longitudinal Study of 1972 high school seniors (NLS-72). Estimates in Tables 3 and 4 
were based on the High School and Beyond (HS&B)1980 senior cohort. Estimates in 
Tables 5 and 6 were based on the High School and Beyond (HS&B) 1980 sophomore 
cohort. Data elements used in this analysis for the 1980 senior and sophomore cohorts 
were drawn from the base year, first follow-up, second follow-up, and third follow-up 
surveys. Data for the 1972 senior cohort were drawn from the base year, first through 
the fifth follow-ups, and transcript file.

Technical Notes and Methodology 

Columns in all tables describe degree attainment for students with three different 
patterns of enrollment in 4-year, 2-year, and less than 2-year ins.itutions. . The 
enrollment patterns for which attainment is shown are immediate entry, delayed entry, 
and stopping out. Immediate entrants are defined as those who enrolled in that type of 
institution by October of the year in which they graduated, from high school. Delayed 
entrants entered after that time, whether or not they had enrolled in some other type of 
institution earlier. All enrollees are either delayed or immediate entrants. For more 
information on delayed entry into postsecondary education, see the ED Special 
Tabulation Patterns and Trends of Delayed Entry into Postsecondary Education. Both 
delayed and immediate entrants may (or may not) exhibit the third pattern of 
enrollment^ stopping out. Stopping out (Stopout) is defined as enrolling in a particular 
type of institution, leaving for a time without enrolling in another institution of the same 
type, and returning later to enroll in that type of institution. This pattern of enrolling, 
leaving, and returning does not take into account changes between schools of the same 
type; a student who enrolls in a 4-year school, transfers to another 4-year school, and 
returns to the first school, all without any break in enrollment, is not considered a 
stopout in this tabulation. For more about stopping out, see the ED Special Tabulation 
Patterns and Trends of Stopping Out from Postsecondary Education. 

All columns in these tables show the proportion of students who attained degrees. 
For students enrolling at 4-year institutions, degree attainment refers to attainment of a 
BA. or B.S. degree. For students in 2-year and less than 2-year institutions, the 
percentages shown in these tables describe the proportion enrolled at each type of 
institution who received a vocational certificate, a 2-year degree, or who transferred to a 
4-year institution without first receiving one of these degrees. 

The columns in Tables 1, 3, and 5 show the proportion of high school graduates 
who entered immediately, entered late, or stopped out and who attained degrees or 
transferred. Data are shown for ali members of the 1972 senior, 1980 senior, or 1980 
sophomore cohort who graduated with their class. For example, Table 1 shows that 
50.89 percent of the 1972 seniors who graduated in 1972 and had enrolled in a 2-year 
institution immediately after high school had received a 2-year, or had at least 
transferred to a 4-year institution, by February of 1986. (See column 4 of Table 1.) 

Tables 2, 4, and 6 show the proportion of students who delayed entering each 
type of institution who attained degrees or transferred. The proportion attaining degrees 
or transferring is shown for students who delayed less than two years, two to three years, 
and more than three years. (The column for students delaying less than two years 
includes only delayed entrants, not immediate entrants.) Thus the three columns 
showing delayed entrants in Tables 2, 4, and 6 include only those students clarified as 
delayed entrants in Tables 1, 3, and 5. 

All of the percentages in these tables show attainment rates. For all of these 
percentages, the denominator consists of students who enrolled in the type of institution 
and who exhibited the enrollment pattern named in the column heading. The 
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numerator consists of those who attained degrees, given that they had that enrollment 
pattern in that type of institution. For example, in Column 1 of Table 1 shows, for 1972 
graduates who entered immediately into less-than-2-year institutions, the proportion who 
attained degrees or who transferred to 4-year institutions is 59.33 percent. Column 2 
shows that 37.97 of those who delayed their entry into Lss-than-2-year institutions 
attained degrees or transferred to 4-year institutions. 

All estimates for HS&B samples were calculated using FU3WT, restricting the 
analysis to those students who participated in the Third Follow-up Survey. All estimates 
for NLS-72 samples were calculated using FU5WT, restricting the analysis to those 
students who participated in the Fifth Follow-up Survey. 

Row variables were selected from the standard set of classification variables 
included in the data files. Categories were collapsed for some variables to maximize 
comparability of categories across data sets. Some row variables were repeated with the 
number of categories reduced. These instances have been noted with the term 
(recoded) after the variable name. 

Since the 1980 sophomores were interviewed before they had been out of high 
school for four full years, this tabulation does not show the percent of 1980 sophomores 
who received 4- year degrees. None of the attainment rates shown in this tabulation 
have been adjusted for the fact that different amounts of time had passed between the 
time each cohort graduated from high school and the time of the last follow-up survey. 
Since nearly fourteen years had passed for the 1972 senior cohort, nearly six for the 
1980 senior cohort, and nearly four for the 1980 sophomore cohort, attainment rates are 
always higher for comparable groups from an earlier group than from a later group. As 
a result, attainment rates should not be compared across cohorts, but comparisons of 
student subgroups within one cohort can be contrasted with comparisons of students 
subgroups within another cohort. 

Since a student may enroll in more than one type of institution, it is possible for 
the same student to be represented in more than one column in these tables. For 
example, a student who entered a 2-year institution immediately after high school and 
received a vocational certificate or A. A. degree there will count as an immediately 
entering degree recipient from a 2-year institution. If that student also transferred to a 
4- year institution and later attained a B.A degree from there, the student will also 
count as having received a degree from the 4-year institution as a delayed entrant. Thus 
this student will be included in the numerator of both column 4 <3nd column 8 of Table 
1, if a 1972 senior. Students who enrolled in more than one type of postsecondary 
institution will always be represented in the denominator for columns pertaining both 
types of institutions. 

Similarly, a student may count in more than one column for the same type of 
institution. Students are either immediate or delayed entrants, but a student in either of 
these two entrance categories may also be a stopout. Therefore in Table 1, for 
example, a 1972 high school graduate may be shown as an immediate entrant at a less- 
than-2- year institution in Column 1 and also as a stopout in Column 3. It is also 
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possible for students to be included in columns for more than one type of institution. * 
For example, a 1972 high school senior who entered a 2-year institution directly out of 
high school, left after one year, and then returned to a 2-year institution, will be part of 
the total sample for Columns 4 and 6 of Table 1. If that student received a degree or 
transferred to a 4-year institution, the student will be included in both of those columns 
as having done so. 

High School and Beyond and NLS samples, while representative and statistically 
accurate, are not simple random samples. Students were initially selected within high 
schools grouped within strata. Sampling rates for schools within different strata varied, 
resulting in better data for policy purposes, but at a cost to statistical efficiency. Hence, 
simple random techniques for the estimation of standard errors frequently underestimate 
the true standard errors for some estimates. To overcome this problem, standard errors 
for all estimates in this tabulation were calculated using Taylor residual techniques. All 
estimates, standard errors, unweighted n's and weighted n's are available from the 
Longitudinal Studies Branch in comma separated form for use with all major 
spreadsheet software and micro computers. 

To compare estimates for separate subgroups, or to understand the quality of the 
estimates, standard errors are needed. This tabulation presents thousands of estimates, 
and each estimate has an associated standard error. The standard errors vary h size as 
a function of sample size and the sample design. Hence, the standard errors of the 
estimates for some small groups (e.g. Cubans, Puerto Ricans, students who earned D's in 
high school, students with parents who did not attain high school diplomas) may be so 
large that the estimates should not be used. (While the estimates based on 19 or fewer 
cases were suppressed, the computer automatically produced estimates for subgroups 
with 20 or more cases. Rather than manually identify the poor estimates and remove 
them, users will be provided with estimates and standard errors upon request.)
